Solicitor General 8S. P. Maddox, of tne 
Cherokee circuit, has issued a statement 
on the sale of near beer in which he 
claims that its sale is contrary to the 
Georgia prohibition law, in ‘view of re- 
cent decisions of the supreme court. 

Solicitor Maddox says: 

“I have been asked by the represen- 
tative of The Constitution and repeated- 
Ivy by others if it was unlawful .to sell 
near beer in the estate of Georgia. I! 
have advised that it is if near beer 
Was a malt liquor. The supreme court 
has s0 decided—PFaves v. tthe State, 113 
(sa. page /48. 

“In this case it 
unlicensed (unlawful) 
liquors, whether such liquors were in- 
toxicating or not, is illegal. The old 
law, criminal code, section 433, which 
the Eaves case construes, makes penal 
the unlicensed (unlawful) sale of spiritu- 
ous, Vinuoug Or malt liquors. The pro- 
hibition act, acts of 1907, page 8!, pro- 
hibits the sale of ‘alcoholic, spirituous, 
malt intoxicating liquors, or intoxi- 
cating bitters or other drinks, which, If 
drunk to excess, will produce intoxica- 
tion.’ ~ 

“The words, ‘or other drinks, which, if 
drunk to excess, will produce intoxica- 
tion,’ hag reference to drinks other than 
those named and specified in the act and 
by whatever names called, if drunk to 
excess and imeoxication results the sale 
of such liquors is prohibited. ‘“terment-

The prohibition act declares it to be un- 
lawful to sell ‘alcoholic liquors,’ ‘spiritu- 
ous liquors,’ ‘malt liquors’ or ‘intoxicat- 
ing liquors.’ ‘Alcoholic liquors’ embrace 
ali liquors containing alcohol and 
be synonymous or coextengdive with ‘in- 
toxicating liquors.’ Bell v. the State 91 
Ua. page 230. 


Spirituoas Liquors, 


‘‘Spirituous liquors embrace al] liquors 
made by the process of distillation. The 
terms malt jiiquors embrace porter, ale, 
beer and the like.” Biankenship y. the 
State, 93 Ga. page 815. 

“In lankenships case 
court says: 

Liquor of either class may 
but neither class, nor ail of them* combined, 
include ail intoxicating liquors, beverages or 
biiters. A given liquor may, in other words, 
be in a high degree intoxicating and yet be 
neither spirituous, vinous or malt within the 
sense of the statute. ‘‘Fermented’’ or ‘‘hamt’’ 
cider is an illustration. 

“in Kkaves’ case, above mentioned, 
Eaves was indicted for selling spirituous, 
vinous and malt liquors. The proof 
showed that Haves sold a liquor known 
as ‘white hops,’ containing nearly 4 per 
cent of alcohol and the elements of lager 
beer. ‘the judge charged the jury that 
it was not necessary to show that the 
liquor soid was intoxicating. Eaves con- 
tended in the court below that under 
the charge in the indictment the state 
must prove that the liquor sold was a 
spirituous, vinous and malt iiquor and 
not one of these three. <As to this con- 
tention the supreme court says: 

The law under which the accused was 
dicted makes penal the unlicensed sale of 
spirituous, vinous or mali liquore. Under 
this act the offense is committed by one who 
sells either spirituous liquors, vinous liquors 
or malt liquors or any two of such iiquors 
or all three of them. . The indictment in 
the present case charged the sale of spirituous, 
vinous and malt liquors. Under this indict- 
ment it was not necéssary to prove that al! 
of these liquors were sold by the accused, burt 
merely to prove the sale of any one. The 
Piaintife in error contended that the words 

‘Spiritucus, vinous and malit’’ are used in 
the indictment as adjective and descriptive 
terms and not as substantive terms, and that 
it was therefore necessary to prove them as 
laid. Im this we cannot agree, etc.

Sapreme Court on the Case. 


“The supreme court further says 
this case: 

Complaint is made that the court charged 
that the state did not have to prove that the 
Liquors sold were intoxicating, and that it 
made no difference whether the liquors were 
intoxicating or not. This we think was not 
error. The statute made penal the unlicensed 
sale of malt liquors. and the offense would 
he established if the state proved such a 
sale. We camnot gee what relevancy the in- 
toxicating qualities of the liquors could have 
save in determining whether or not they were 
malt liquors, and as to this the court charged 
the jury to consider the evidence as to 
whether they were mait liquors. . The 
statute under which the accused was indicted 
was designed to prevent an unlicensed (un- 
lawful) sale of spirituous and vinous liquors 
and of all malt liquors, whether intoxicating 
or not. Even if all malt liquors are, as mat- 
ter of fact; intoxicating, the staté need not 
show the intoxicating qualities of the liquors 
sold if it can show in other ways that such 
liquors were malt liquors. 

‘It therefore foNows that the sale of 
near beer, Bud, Cook’s beer, Miller beer, 
Milwaukee brew, lager beer, ale, porter 
or any other beer, whether it intoxicates 
or not, if it is a malt iiquor, the sale is 
illegal. The court of appeals has made 
no decision contrary to this, and the 
question thas not been before this court. 

*’S have been asked if it was unlawfu! 
to make domestic wine for ones own 
use. This is a difficult question to an- 
swer. If the domestic wine is intoxi- 
eating it is umiawTful to make it, accord- 
ing to the letter of the act. My own 
opinion is that the spirit of the act wilt 
not be viteltated where one in go00d 
faith makes a small quantity of domes- 
tic wine strictly for domestic use at 
home.

Coroner’s Jary Investigates Death 
of Romy Lokey, Wao Was 
Found Dead, 

Tifton, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
The coroner’s jury in the inquest Held 
over the body of Romy Lokey, the ne- 
fro lad, about |I9 years of age, found 
yesterday morning about 8 o'clock 
hanging to the limb of a gum tree in 
a small branch near the Gun _ Club 
grounds, a few yards from the western 
limits of the city, with fourteen bullet 
holes through him, returned a verdict 
that he came to his death at the hands 
of unknown parties. It has been learn- 
ed since that at several times during 
the past few weeks. Lokey had ap- 
proached white girls in an impudent 
manner, and once had been given a 
thrashing for it and at another time 

the case reported to his father. 

Wednesday afternoon he met the /4- 
year-old daughter of C. I. Hargrett 
and insulted her. She made her escape 
from him and told her father, who has 
been watching for the negro since Fri- 
day. He spoke to her again, but es- 
caped before he could be caught, and 
Saturday afternoon, On one of the 
principal business streets of the city, 
he accosted her. She signalled _ her 
father, who was near, and a few min- 
utes later the negro was caught. 

The matter was kept very quiet and 
few people in Tifton knew anything 
about it. Saturday night was one of 
the quietest in the city for months. Fir- 
ing was heard about 2 o'clock, but 
nothing was thought of it until the 
bedy was found next morning. The 
lynching party must hhave been a very 
small one and no one else in the city 
knew anything of the affair unttl the 
discovery of the body.

Ga., and that 
the Flowers camp was within a half- 
mile of his home, and that the convicts 
started to work every morning before 
sun up.

camp to work. 

Witness said that the convicts did not 
get back until an hour after sun down.

MUST BE NO UNNECESSARY DELAY. 

Indications contained in press dispatches poirtt to the fact that it will 
be at least a month or six weeks before any expression can be expected 
from the interstate commerce’-commission as to the justice or injustice of 
the increased rates charged by the railroads in southern and southeastern 
territory. : 

While the decision of the interstate commerce commission will, no doubt, 
be the basis of settlement of the rate dispute, it cannot be final, for the law 
permits appeal to the courts, a right which will, unquestionably, be. exercised, 
in the event the decision is ‘against the railroads. 

if every legal quibble and technical delay if to be invoked, it will be 
apparent that the prospect of prompt settlement of this demoralizing situa- 
tion is altogether too remote. 

What makes the railroads’ action more unjustly discriminatory and op- 
pressive is the fact that the increased rates so far made apply exclusively to 
southern and southeastern territory. The railroads of the west, the north 
and the east have made no changes; the burden of the test has been put 
upon the south, and the southern shipper and consignee are being made to 
bear the trouble and the expense of fighting it out. 

The palpable injustice of this situation in itself should appeal strongly 
to the interstate commerce commission. 

Unnecessary business demoralizaiton and expense have been put upon 
southern shippers, who must now unwind some untold miles of red tape in 
the assertion of their rights. 

Common justice to these shippers and their customers demands that 
there shall be prompt as well as equitable settlement of the contest which 
this seemingly unwarranted increase in rates has brought about. 

A delay of six weeks cannot be considered prompt settlement, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that coutts will probably have to act after the 
interstate commerce commission is through with the matter. 

in the meantime southern merchants must continue paying the advanced 
rates and piling up claims which, in the event these rates are held exces- 
sive, they will be years in getting out of the railroads, if they ever secure 
payment. 

The southern lumber interests are now suffering as the result of an 
experience of this sort. It has heen some two years since the advanced rates 
on lumber were held excessive and unjust, and yet final settlement has not 
been made. 

A similar delay will no doubt confront the shippers of the south when 
they shall have won their contention against the present increases. 

But aside from that, the business demoralization attendant upon unset- 
tled rate conditions, demands that the promptest possible conclusion shall be 
brought to this dispute. | 

In view of past successes with prevailing rates and prospects of early 
tremendous crop and manufactured product movements, we have been at a 
decided less to find upon what reasonable ground the railroads can justify 


their action. 

But, be that as it may, what the southern shippers want, what they are 
clearly entitled to, shorn of all technical delay, is the speediest decision that 
may be had consistent with justice to all interests. 

We can conceive of no good reason why the commission should not take 
the case up at once and pass upon it. 

Common justice to all interests demands it and every day’s delay but 
complicates and makes the matter worse.

Smith McCutchens, a Chattooga county 
negro who was pardoned by Governor 
Smith on July 17, was held from that 
date to August 2 at the turpentine 
camp of Mills & Williams in Thomas 
county, according to a letter from the 
negro to his wife. which was forward- 
ed to the executive office by Sherif 
Jlenn, of Chatooga county. 

In that letter McCutchens asks his 
wife to. send him $20, stating that he 
had oniy been released last Sunday and 
had nothing to wear but on old pair of 
overalls. 

The knowledge that McCutchens was 
being held after the date of his pardon 
was communicated to Governor Smith 
by Shertff Glenn, of Chattooga, who 
stated that the- turpentine operators 
who had bought the labor of the negro 
stated they would hold him until he 
worked out the amount they had paid 
for him. 

In a letter dated July 25, Mills & 
Williams gtated the negro had been 
released and haq voluntarily taken em- 
ployment with them as a free laborer 
at $1.25 a day.

electric cars in Uhe large cities without 
charge. When this right was abruptly 
terminated by an order of the railroad 
commission, these men, who are recei\- 
ing from the citieg only a small] saiary, 
were compelied to undergo an expense 
of not only paying to ride on the cars, 
but in a great many instances were com- 
pelied to puy bicycles to take them, to 
and from their homes. This house last 
year, by the passage of tne prohibition 
cut down the revenue of our big 
cities to an enormous extent. The cities, 
therefore, are handicapped» and have 
been unable to increase the pay of these 
men, and hence this extra expense came 
directly out of their small salaries. 
These men are placed under a double 
hardship. I will give an illustration in 
regpard to the policemen in my own 
city: ‘he police barracks to which they 
have to ré@port ise iocated in a portion 
of the city where there can be no resi- 
dences. These men neceSsarily live one, 
two and three miles trom the barracks. 
After coming t# headquarters to report 
for duty they are sent out upon the 


' streets, and hour after hour, pace up and | 
j . 
down upon our thoroughfares, before our! 


homes and piaces of business, bravely| 
protecting lives, liberty and property of! 
the people. After being on their feet, | 
without the privilege of resting at all, 
tired and worn out and footsore, they 
return to the barracks and report, and 
then have to trudge the iong distance 
home, sometimes in the dark hours of 
the night. 

“The firemen are in a ifKe position. I 
think as jong as no one will be financiaj- 
ly affected by this bill, other than to 
save these honest, fearless men from a 
heavy expense, that there should be no 
voice raised against this DIM. 

“Coming up’‘on the electric car this 
morning from my home to the city, |! 
saw sitting in the rear of the car a man 
50 years of age, who was a member of 
the fire department and who had 
crutches under hig arm. Noticing his 
condition, I went to him and asked how! 
he was hurt. He etated that since the 
action of the ralHroad commission in de- 
priving the firemen of free rides, that he 
had been compelled to purchase a bicycle 
as the could not afford the expense of 
riding on the street cars. in riding his 
bieycle he fell from it and received in- 
juries that might remain with him al- 
ways. I say that if a member of this 
house who desires to put himself on rec- 
ord as having done a humane, just and 
beneficent act which will be a@ biessing 
to many and cause loss to none, he will 
vote for this bill.”

| Why try to tnjure me and discredit 
Joseph M. Browms administration with 
the people a year before it begins? 
His is the only platform that ever had 
an anti-lease plank in it in the state 
of Georgia so far as I recall 

All the convict lessees were not for 
Mr. Brown. There were two in Valdos- 
ta who voted for Mr. Hoke Smith and 
one of the two stupporteq him most ar- 
dently. I have heard of others, so I 
think oy that score honors are easy. 

I again ask, why all! this hue and 
cry anyway? The legislature of 1902- 
3-4 appointed a committee so far as I 
now recall, with plenary power to in- 
vestigate all the departments of the 
state government and employ expert 
accountants and bookKeepers to g0 
into every nook and corner and see 
that evervthing connected with each 
department was thoroughly and accu- 
rately sifted. 

This investigation cost the state 
Yabout $5,000, and what gid the commit- 
tee find to report back to the legisla- 
ture? No crime, but merely a few in- 
accuracies in bookkeeping. 

Now as to the position I took in the 
legislature of 1902-3-4, when the old 
lease wag nearing its end, and the dis- 
position of the convicts for another 
term was inviting the serious consid- 
eration of that body. There was in the 
legislature a very strong sentiment fa- 
voring a continuetion of the contract 
lease system. Looking to the future, 
when there would be some other dis- 
position of the convicts, I introduced, 
as a tentative measure, an amendment 
in the committee having the bill under 
consideration to put the five-year con- 
victs and under on the public roads. 

To-know just what to do with con- 
victs is a puzzling and serious ques- 
tion, and I e¢oncluded this would be 
a test as to whether they could be suc- 
cessfully worked in future On the pub- 
lic roads without any great loss to the 
state. 

If, tentatively, it has been a success, 
I would be glad to see the legislature 
put them all on the public roads, if it 
is possible to raise the revenue neces- 
gary for the administration of the gov- 
ernment under our constitutional tax 
limit of 5 mills On assessed values. 
This the legislature In its wisdom must 
settle, 

It is not my province to defend the 
prison commission, but I do not think 
the press should condemn its members 
on purely ex parte convict testimony 
before they are proven guilty by com- 
petent witnesses.

FROM DRAWING OUT MONEY 


Cleveland Woolen Millis et al. File 
Petition in the Saperior 
Court. 

A petition amending the orl@inal bill 
in the case of the Cleveland Woolen 
mills and others, which was filed in 
the Fulton superior court a few days 
ago against J. T. Moody. was presented 
Judge Pendleton vesterday by Hopkins 
& Sons, and McClelland & McClelland, 
attorneys for the movants. 

The amendment asserts, on informa- 
tion and belief, that the defendant has 
on deposit with certain. banks in Atlan- 
ta large sums of money, having in the 
Central Bank and Trust Corporation of 
Atlanta, one hundred thousand dollars. 

The amendment avers that the money 
in the Central Bank and Trust company 
is subject to Moody’s debts; that unless 
the court intervenes Ne will draw out 
of the banks such money as he may 
have on deposit, and conceal it. 

The amendment asks that Moody be 
restrained from altering or changing in 
any manner whatever, the existing stat- 
us of his bank accounts in any bank in 
Atlanta, particularly tn the Central 
Bank and Trust corporation, and that 
that bank be restrained from changing 
in any way his accounts. 

Judge Pendleton issued an order 
granting the prayers of the petitioner, 
fixing a hearing before Judge Ellis, on 
September 7.

Stolen Goods Worth Over 
$200,000 In Her 
Hold, 


Mobile, Ala., August 
William Swatridge, of the ~.steamer 
Goldsboro, that arrived in port late last 
night from Puerto Cortez, in an inter- 
view with the Associateq Press repre- 
sentative here today said: 

“T was sent out from New York city 
by E,. D. Botse receiver for the eState 
of the Export Shipping Company. of 
New Jersey, to bring back the pirate 
ship Goldsboro. 

“lL received all possible assistance 
from the United States and British 
consuls at Puerto Cortez and from the 
natives in general, but had some little 
trouble with the Honduran government 
in obtaining clearance papers. I1 no- 
tified State department at Wash- 
ington, and Acting Secretary Adee no- 
tiie@ the American consul at Puerto 
Cortez to give me clearance papers for 
Mobile as well as as a permit to hoist 
tne American flag.” 

The steamer is a Clyde liner of 46! 
tons, and is about 20 years old. 

The federal government has agreed 
permit the Goldsboro’s return on 
most favorable terms, waiving all

ers’ Association. James M. Lynch. ot 
Syracuse, N. Y., president of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union. respond- 
ed on behalf of. the internationa!

President Lynch was presented with 
a gold loving cup by the members orf 
his organization. The work of the 
eight-hour committee’ wag commended 
and the reports on that subject were 
the principal matters of husiness con- 
ducted today. The business. sessions 
adjourned early to give the delegates 
time to take part in severa!] excur- 
sions by trolley and water. 

The report of the president, 
part: 

“The work of the year had been 
mainly on the lines of effort at recla- 
mation of those offices that were lost. 
temporarily, at least, during the eignt- 
hour campaign. The membership to- 
day is but a trifle less than at the 
time the eight-hour difficulty occurred, 
when it was about 47,000.. Today the 
membership is about 46,000. The re- 
clamation work referred to will be con- 
tinued during the coming vear. 

“We can never bring about a 100 per 
cent union. Thousands and thousands 
of printers are employed in towns and 
hamlets who have no opportunity or 
occasion to join a union. It may be 
that the extension of our benefit fea- 
tures will secure a percentage of these 
isolated artisans, but we can never 
hope to secure all of them. We can, 
Organize every town where 
there are seven or more printers, and 
that we propose to do.” 

According to the report of Secretary- 
Treasurer J. W. Bramwood, of In- 
dianapolis, the regular funds of the un- 
ion amougted to a total of $196,310, 
classified as follows: 

Burial fund, $14,137; executive coun- 
cil or defense fund, $69,935: general 
fund, $8,329; . special defense fund, 
$105,864; and The Typographical Jour- 
nal fund, $545. The reports showed a 
decrease in funds of $85,642.14 during 
the fiscal year.” The Woman's Auxil- 
lary, the Mailers’ Union, and the 
Stereotypers’ and WBWlectrotypers’ con- 
vention also met during the day.

STOCKS BROKE 


American Smelting and National 
Lead Most Conspicuous 


Thought That Lawson's Advertise- 
ments Caused Most of the Sell- 
ing—Inecrease in Buying 
Orders From the 
Outside. 


New York. August 10 
the stock market was 
but the sweep of the 
mand was sufficient to 
upward course of prices, 
some setbacks and sOme 
posed. Within an hour after the 
opening there was a break in prices 
that approached in violence that of last 
Friday. The same stocks, American 
Smelting and National Lead, were con- 
spicuous features of the break, which 
was supposed to be due to a phase of 
a sensational advertising campaign to 
attract speculative interest in the mar- 
ket nod being waged by a MHoston 
movement. The fervor of the appeals 
offered to the trading public to come 
into the market and make their for- 
tunes was supposed to be taken ad- 
vantage of ina timely manner for 
heavy unloading on this account. The 
heavy selling was otherwise attributed 
to the account of professional operi- 
tors, who timed it with the morning's 
advertisements . from Boston, on the 
theory that previous similar outbreaks 
had marked the culmination of a rising 
movement in prices. 

There was another opinion which at- 
tributed the shakedown to the financia) 
powers which have conducted the pres- 
ent movement from its inception, the 
abject being to convey a warning 
against an unruly precipitancy in the 
bull movement calculated to alarm the 
public, rather than to attract It. 

There was a noticeable increase in 

buying orders from outside sources to 
commission houses through the mati 
and by wire. The volume of these mlis- 
cellaneous orders was larger than on 
anv Monday since the rise set in. The 
market was rendered rather feverisn 
by the influx, many of the orders be- 
ing for execution “at the market,” 
without specifying a fixed price. Pro- 
fessional traders are quick to detect 
such a state of affairs, and will bid up 
prices boldly to get the benefit of these 
uniimited orders. The day was nota- 
bly for the number of unusually dor- 
mant stocks, which were wakened into 
activity. As some of these were oD- 
secure low-grade stocks, they were of 
less sympathetic éffect in strengthen- 
ing the general list than else similar 
movements in. stocks of more substance, 
(Mioreover, the movements were her- 
alded in more than one case, by wide- 
spread tips circulated throughout the 
financial district. These tips were 
sometimes the only apparent cause for 
a rise In prices. 
- The immediate news of the day was 
not of much influence. The news of 
thé crops was reassuring, and ind'i- 
cated that such damage as was being 
suffered by corn and spring wheat 
from drought and heat was being lim- 
ited and checked short of the actual 
disaster which was depicted in “some 
of last week's excited rumors. 

More definite details of the Pillsbury- 
Washburn .Company trouble left less 
room for alarm than the uncertain ru- 
mors regarding it, which unsettled the 
market on Saturday. 

Copper advanced again here and in 
Tiondon. Germany and Austria secured 
the London supply of gold this week, 
Paris having withdrawn with its re- 
quirements stated. The production of 
gold on the Rand for July was officia!l- 
ly reported at 584,455 fine ounces, val- 
ued at $14,413,300, and constituting 4 
record production for the region. This 
broad stream of replenishment of the 
world’s supply of money metal is One 
item of many making for the present 
heavy accumulations of money sup- 
plies, low interest rates and rising 
prices for securities. The highest 
prices of the present* movement were 
made during the course of today and 
the advances were well stistained at 
the closing. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales, par 
value $4,800,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
